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Claim Objection 

2. Claims 2 and 3 are written as independent claims but it appears that the 
applicant intended for claim 2 to depend on claim 1 and for claim 3 to depend on 
claim 1. The claims will be examined with this assumption in mind. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
5340444 to Van der Heijden (Heijden). 

With respect to claim 1, the phrase "adaptable distillation column" does not 
appear to structurally limit the claimed apparatus. 

With respect to claim 1, Heijden illustrates a distillation column (4) which 
corresponds to the claimed tubing; a connector fitting attached and sealed to one end 
of the tubing, sufficient in type to attach the adaptable distillation column by a temporary 
sealed connection to a boiling vessel (Fig.1, item 3) (As can be seen in Fig.1, item 4 
and 3, the interface between 4 and 3 defines a connector); 

one or more lengths of smaller diameter tubing sufficient in length to provide on 
both sides of the larger diameter tubing (Examiner interprets a distillation column 4 
bisected by plane perpendicular to the axial length of the distillation column pipe to , 
placed directly through the larger diameter tubing through holes drilled or otherwise 
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created on opposing sides of the larger diameter tubing, wherein the smaller diameter 
tubing is sealed to the larger diameter tubing and where at least one length of smaller 
diameter tubing is placed nearer to the location where vapor exits the larger diameter 
tubing than to the connector fitting (Coil illustrated as 7 in Fig.1 has two openings two 
small diameter tubes (5 and 6) that satisfy the instant limitation. 

Heijden as set forth above does not specifically teach what material the 
distillation column (4) or smaller tubing (5 and 6) are made of and moreover does not 
teach the use of a plastic or metal material. However, absent a showing of unexpected 
results, having used a plastic or metal material to make the distillation column and 
smaller tubing would have been a matter of routine engineering choice and would have 
been obvious at the time of the invention. 

With respect to claim 2, Heijden is silent as to the use of additional lengths of 
larger diameter tubing that may be used to increase the total length of the distillation 
column comprising: a length of larger diameter tubing with a length of at least 4 inches 
wherein a connector fitting of the same type as that used on the distillation column is 
attached and sealed to one end of the larger diameter tubing; a connector fitting of the 
same type as that used on the boiling vessel is attached and sealed to the opposite end 
of the larger diameter tubing. 

Conceptually, one of ordinary skill in the art would have understood that making 
the distillation column (4) (corresponding to Applicant's claimed large diameter tubing) 
longer or shorter in length by means of providing additional distillation columns serially 
connected (to define a larger distillation column) by connectors identical to the one used 
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to attach distillation column (4) to boiling vessel (3) with would have involved routine 
engineering design choice absent a showing of unexpected results. Furthermore, 
having employed an additional large diameter tubing of at least the claimed length 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill for the reasons set forth above. 

With respect to claim 3, the instant limitation does not positively recite the use of 
more than one length of smaller diameter tubing. Note to Applicant: the lack of a 
positive recitation of a structural limitation renders the structural limitation optional to the 
scope of the claim and is therefore not given any patentable weight at this time.
